Mr. Skelly believes the highest 


prices ever paid for Florida fruit will 
prevail this year throughout the sea- 


, son, provided the fruit is shipped only 


. after it is thoroughly matured and 


growers are careful not to make ship- 
ments during the rush shipment sea- 
son just prior to the Christmas holi- 
days. 


In Porto Rico this year, considera- 


ble damage has been done the citrus 
crop by hurricanes and first estimates 
had it that 50 per cent, of the fruit 
had been destroyed while revised fig- 
ures reduce this amount to 25 or 35 
per cent. 
There was a very large 


crop, however, for the island amount- 
ing to about 400,000 boxes, which has 
probably been reduced to 275,000 or 
300,000. Hurricanes 
sweeping over 


Isles of Pines also did some damage, 
causing a loss of from 16 to 20 per 
cent, ot the crop. Although this has 
been a great loss of fruit the result 
will be felt only slightly in the mar- 
kets and whichever way the tide 
turns it can only be but advantageous 
to Florida. 


Approximately 24,000 cars of citrus 


fruit left the state last year, and the 
shipments this year will run to about 
the same. 


Officials of the Florida Citrus ex- 


change have as yet been unable to 
•t 
compile an accurate estimate of the 
citrus fruit crop of the state for the 
present shipping season, which is 
about to open. General Manager E. 
C. Stewart has sent letters out over 
the state to secure information along 
this line, but replies have been slow 
in coming in. The monthly meeting 
of the directors of the exchange has 
been postponed from October 18 to 
October 28, by which time Mr. Stew- 
art hopes to have the information for 
a comprehensive report. 


"The exchange is more anxious to

matter is a very real one also. Our 
own vessels navigate what serve for 
canals between New York and Wash- 
ington. 
We are constantly sending

When it gets to 
he capes of the Chesapeake it has 
to turn out to sea and go a hundred 
miles to make up the loss of the first 
lundred miles.

the north than ever before, and the 
produce bringing higher prices than 
in years, the outlook for a bright win- 
ter in Florida is the most promising 
the state has ever seen, according to 
F. L. Skelly, general sales manager 
of the Florida Citrus exchange.

Skelley returned only recently from 
a ten weeks' trip through the north 
and during that time had a look at 
all the big market centers in the 
country and found general prosperity 
in existence in every quarter, 
with

Mr. Skelly says labor is scarce all 


over the country, with a correspond- 
ing higher price being paid to work- 
men and the outlook tor high prices 
this year, is fine. All the rcprcsenta- i 
tives of the citrus exchange in the 
north are enthusiastic over the out 
look and the trade is optimistic rela- 
tive to the sale of Florida fruit. 


Data on the crop for this year is 


still incomplete, but he says it is the 
opinion of citrus men over the state 
that the output will run about the 
same as last year as far as the or- 
anges and tangerines are concerned, 


i*.'While the grapefruit crop will drop off 


25 per cent. Many new grdves have

where. 


Mr. Skelly believes 
the 
highest 


prices ever paid for Florida fruit will 
prevail this year throughout the sea 


, son, provided the fruit Is shipped only 


. after it is thoroughly matured and 


growers are careful not to make ship 
ments during the rush shipment sea- 
son just prior to the Christmas holi- 
days. 


In Porto Rico this year, considera- 


ble damage has been done the citrus 
crop by hurricanes and first estimates 
liad it that 50 per cent, of the fruit 
had been destroyed while revised fig- 
ures reduce this amount to 25 or 35 
per cent. 
There was a very large 


crop, however, for the island amount- 
ing to about 400,000 boxes, which has 
probably been reduced to 275,000 or 
300,000. Hurricanes sweeping over 
Isles of Pines also did some damage, 
causing a loss of from 15 to 20 per 
cent, of the crop. Although this has 
been a great loss of fruit the result 
will be felt only slightly in the mar- 
kets and whichever way the tide 
turns it can only be but advantageous 
to Florida. 


Approximately 24,000 cars of citrus 


fruit left the state last year, and the 
shipments this year will run to about 
the same. 


Officials of the Florida Citrus ex- 


change have as yet been unable to 
compile an accurate estimate of the 
citrus fruit crop of the state for the 
present shipping season, which is 
about to open. General Manager E. 
C. Stewart has sent letters out over 
the state to secure information along 
this line, but replies have been slow 
in coming in. The monthly meeting 
of the directors of the exchange has 
been postponed from October 18 to 
October 28, by which time Mr. Stew- 
art hopes to have the information for 
a comprehensive report. 


"The 
exchange is more anxious to 


fft'& crop estimate than the newspa-

Sometimes I think the unconscious 


•question that Americans answer Is, 
•"What shall we waste?" Not "Shall 
we' waste?" For we seem to have the 
Ingrained habit of waste In us. But 
what shall we waste, (or something 
we must waste, and it seems to be 
true that we choose to waste human 
lite. We choose to waste property. 
We do things which are wasteful even 
after our attention Is called to them, 
for some reason which it is quite be- 
.yond my power to understand. For 
•example, we have lost in wrecks and 
property loss beside hundreds o! lives 
•on the coast of Alaska, because we 
would not care for that coast, more 
than all Alaska cost us by far. You 
know what the toll of Hatteras has 
~been, but you do not know as well as 
the Department of Commerce knows. 
We have to deal with Hatteras all the 
time. We know what the coast costs. 
One storm last week brought to my 
tlesk a demand for 1212,000 to make 
good the loss to our lighthouse prop- 
erty. Our vessels must go into these 
dangerous places, not once, not twice, 
lut all the -time. The patrol must be 
•ceaseless. 
We understand Hatteras 


from intimate acquaintance with it. 
You can tell the officers of the Light- 
house Service no news that Is good 
news about Hatteras, unless It is that 
Hatteras is to be eliminated. Then 
we will thank God for the men who 
•will bring tbat about. 
(Applause.) 


And now I want very briefly to 


•change my theme and deal with this 
subject from two other standpoints. 
There is said to be a tide in the af- 
fairs of men which, taken at the 
flood, leads on to fortune; and it is 
because the tide is in very large part 
£olng the way you wish it, and' is at 
its flood, that I am here today; and 
I want to speak very briefly as to why 
it seems to -me the tide flows now 
at its Hood. This obliges me to ask 
ray friends, the directors of the Port 
of Boston, and who are doing such 
magnificent work there, to bring their 
figures up to date, because the figures 
which I see before me are very sadly 
out of the way.

Fin 
me a shipyard that will accept an or 
der for a large ship under two years 
delivery in this country! On the firs 
of July there were 63 large vessel 
building In our shipyards, and I know 
of no shipyard that is able now tc 
take an order to deliver a ship ncx 
year, and I do know that Norway i 
buying ships in the United States an< 
other countries, too, and that our shi] 
building capacity is choked with or 
ders at this minute. I am told w< 
need something to induce capital to 
go into shipping. Why. my good 
friends, capital has pone into shipping 
in the last six months faster than i 
ever did in any one 
> ear before in 


the 
history of the 
country. (Ap 


plause.) 
We are building shipping 


very, very fast; but more than that 
we have solved in this country in 
three special ways the shipping prob 
lem as no other nation lias solved it 
and in eacli of these three ways we 
have beaten the world in the results 
secured. 
We carry bulk freight on 


the Lakes in special vessels cheaper 
than bulk freight is carried in any 
other kind of vessel known abroad 
Your Norwegian, your Swedish, your 
English tramp cannot carry iron ore 
as cheaply as it is carried on the 
Great Lakes; and the Great Lakes 
have this disadvantage that they are 
idle four months in the year, while 
the salaries of captain and engineer 
and the interest and overhead charges 
go on. It is a fact that the cheapest 
rate for bulk freight under steam 
power known on earth is on the Great 
Lakes. 


But more than that, we have de- 


signed in America and have in use 
the cheapest carrier in the world on 
any terms, for there is no vessel of 
any kind in any land that carries large 
freight distances of 250 miles or more 
as cheaply as the American coasting 
schooner. 
My authority for that is

Death from heat, even in 


Florida's hottest months, is so rare 
as to be practically unknown.

ida has it, as does every other section 
where the anopheles mosquito roams 
about -untamed and where the indi- 
vidual with the germs of the disease 
in his blood is free to come and go 
They have It in Alabama, in Minne- 
sota and in Alaska, and also in the

I remember very well a certain sense 
of intruding on privacy when I went 
on one vessel through the city of

But I wish you would come down

miles is pure waste. When it gets to 
he capes of the Chesapeake it has 
to turn out to sea and go a hundred 
miles to make up the loss of the first 
iundred miles. There arc two hun- 
dred miles of absolute waste.

loos happen to it—it gets at last to 
Boston.

Sometimes I think the unconscious 


•question that Americans answer Is, 
•"What shall we waste?" Not "Shall 
we' waste?" For we seem to have the 
Ingrained habit of waste In us. But 
what shall we waste, for something 
we must waste, and It seems to be 
true that we choose to waste human 
life. 
We choose to waste property. 


We do things which are wasteful even 
after our attention Is called to them, 
for some reason which it is quite be- 
.yond my power to understand. For 
•example, we have lost in wrecks and 
property loss beside hundreds of lives 
•on the coast ol Alaska, because we 
would not care for that coast, more 
than all Alaska cost us by far. You 
know what the toll of Hatteras has 
~been, but you do not know as well as 
the Department of Commerce knows. 
We have to deal with Hatteras all the 
time. We know what the coast costs. 
One storm last week brought to my 
tlesk a demand for 1212,000 to make 
good the loss to our lighthouse prop- 
erty. Our vessels must go into these 
dangerous places, not once, not twice, 
lut all the 'time. The patrol must be 
•ceaseless. 
We understand Hatteras 


from intimate acquaintance with it. 
You can tell the officers of the Light- 
house Service no news that is good 
news about Hatteras, unless it is that 
Hatteras Is to be eliminated. 
Then 


we will thank God for the men who 
•will bring that about. 
(Applause.) 


And now I want very briefly to 


•change my theme and deal with this 
subject from two other standpoints. 
There is said to be a tide in the af- 
fairs of men which, taken 
at 
the 


flood, leads on to fortune; and It is 
because the tide Is in very large part 
£olng the way you wish it, and' is at 
its flood, that I am here today; and 
I want to speak very briefly as to why 
it seems to -me the tide flows now 
at its flood. This obliges me to ask 
ray friends, the directors of the Port

Find 
me a shipyard that will accept an or- 
der for a large ship under two years 
delivery in this country! On the first 
of July there were 63 large vessels 
building in our shipyards, and I know 
of no shipyard that is able now to 
take an order to deliver a ship next 
year, and I do know that Norway is 
buying ships in the United States and 
other countries, too. and that our ship 
building capacity is choked with or- 
ders at this minute. I am told we 
need something to induce capital to 
go into shipping. Why. my good 
'rleuds, capital has pone into shipping 
n the last six months faster than it 
ever did in any one 
> ear before in 


the 
history of the 
country. (Ap- 


)lause.) 
We are building shipping 


very, very fast; but more than that, 
we have solved in this country in 
three special ways the shipping prob- 
lem as no other nation lias solved it. 
and in eacli of these three ways we 
have beaten the world in the results 
secured. 
We carry bulk freight on 


the Lakes in special vessels cheaper 
than bulk freight is carried in any 
other kind of vessel known abroad. 
Your Norwegian, your Swedish, your 
English tramp cannot carry iron ore 
as 
cheaply as it is carried on the 


Great Lakes; and the Great Lakes 
have this disadvantage that they are 
idle four months in the year, while 
the salaries of captain and engineer 
and the interest and overhead charges 
go on. It is a fact that the cheapest

but 12 per cent.; that is to say, w 
use but 12 per cent, of less than-hal 
of it as well as we know how to us 
It. 
Now we are going to learn bet 


ter and better every year how to us< 
it. One of the things that you shoulc 
be interested in is to see how the cro; 
per acre grows. Multiply that by the 
number of acres, for each acre bu 
one bushel a year, and it means an 
enormous increase in goods to be 
carried.

Dakota told me the other day he ex 
pected if he got 17 bushels of whea 
to the acre at J5 cents a bushel to 
make money. This year he is getting 
24 bushels to the acre at 97 cents 
bushel, and he Is making more money 
Now as we grow in the developmcii 
of our farming and know bow to do i 
better, we are adding to the goods tc 
be carried in this country a burdei 
far beyond the capacity of the rail 
roads to meet.

goes on. North. South, East and West 
to be blockaded for lack of means ti:

Rust mites produce a great deal of 


low grade fruit by russeting and by' 
reducing the size. They also damage 
the trees. The cost of protection will 
be repaid many fold, and no grower j 
can afford to leave 
the 
mites un- 


checked. 


J. R. Watson, entomologist to the 


University of Florida experiment sta- 
tion, recommends spraying with lime- 
sulfur as the best remedy. 
Use one 


gallon of the commercial lime-sulfur 
to 60 or 70 gallons of water. This 
material has proved more effective 
than the soluble sulfur. 


The oil sprays are also used but 


they are not so good as the lime- 
sulfur. 
Soluble sulfur may be used 


one pound to 50 gallons of oil emul- 
sion. Dry sulfur is also recommended 
to be dusted into the trees. It will 
give quick relief, but it probably is 
not thorough enough for efficient con- 
trol.

Be It Resolved by the Legislature of the 


State of Florida: 
That the following amendment to Sec- 
tion 1 of Article VI of the Constitution 
of the State of Florida be, and the same 
is hereby agreed to and shall ne sub- 
mitted to the electors of the State at 
the general election In 1916 for ratifi- 
cation or rejection: 
Section 1. Every male person of the 
age of twenty-one years and upwards 
who is a citizen of the United States at 
the time he applies to register .shall he 
deemed a qualified elector at all elec- 
tions undor the Constitution of the State 
of Florida, provided, that he poses.ses 
the following additional qualifications: 
He -shall have resided and had his 
permanent home and place of abode in 
the State of Florld.i for one jear, and In 
the county wherein he applies to register 
tor six months, previous thereto 


II•• must lie n 1>I<> to read, write 
and 
interpret any Section of the Constitution 
of the Slate of Florida at the time he 
applies to register and vote. 
He must own in his own right property 
to the value of not U*ss than five hun- 
dred dollars, which fact shall be deter- 
mined onl\ by the assosMiient books of 
the county at the time he applies to 
register and vote 
He must no! have been convicted, pre- 
vious to the time he applies to register 
or vote, of larceny, 
robbery, 
forgery, 
perjury or bribery In .mv of the courts 
of any State or of tho United States, or 
if so convicted, he must have been re- 
stored to the rights of citizenship. 
Provided, however, That no person or 
lineal descendant of uny such person who

or Territories, or entitled to- vote under 
any form of Kovernment, or any natura- 
lized citizen or his descendants shall be 
denied the riRht to register and vote 
because ho shall not be able to read, 
write and interpret any Section of -the 
Constitution of the State of Florida, as 
above provided, or because he shall not 
own property of the value above speci- 
fied; naturalized citizens of the United 
States, however, at the time they apply, 
and before they shall be admitted to 
register, shall present to the registration 
ofHc.er certificate 
of his naturalization, 
or a duly authenticated copy thereof. 
Section Z. Upon the adoption of this 
amendment 
to

Constitution, 
the 
Legislature shall enact appropriate laws 
to carry the purpose of this amendment 
into effect. 


vThe votes cast In 
compliance with 
said proposed amendments, and the can- 
vass, declarations and returns thereof, 
shall be subjected to the same regula- 
tions and restrictions as are provided by 
law for general elections in the State of 
Florida.

FLORIDA SUMMERS 


STATE BOARD OF HEALTH BULLETIN 


Florida as a summer resort Is grow- 


ing decidedly In favor. 
It has made 


remarkable progress In this direction 
during the season Just closing. Not 
once, but a considerable number of 
times the steamers plying 
between 


New 
York 
and Jacksonville have 


made the round trips since July 1, 
with their passenger accommodations 
practically filled by tourists escaping 
the torrid heat of the northern sum- 
mer climate. Sounds strange, does it 
not? But it's a fact, and these trav- 
elers have stopped over for a week 
or two and have been convinced that 
Florida summer is what Floridians 
claim for it. 


Filed away in the <nmds of most of 


us Is a lot of impressions that have 
ripened into convictions, and we don't 
know exactly where we got them or 
why we keep them. We seldom be- 
come sufficiently honest 
with our- 


selves to analyze them to find out 
whether we ought to harbor them. 


One of these beliefs that prevails 


among some very sensible people out- 
side the state is that Florida, being 
so very far South, is inhabitable in 
summer only by those who 
never 


lived anywhere else or by those who 
are forced by circumstances to stay 
and so make a virtue of necessity and 
brag about summer conditions here. 


hehe same well meaning but hope- 


lessly ignorant people declare that 
Florida's 
excessive 
summer 
heat 


brings 
sunstroke so frequently as to 


cause 
no comment; 
that 
malaria 


keeps us burning with fever or shiv- 
ering with chills, and they feel sorry 
for thn Florida Cracker, native 
or 


adopted for half a dozen other ill de- 
fined and intangible reasons. 


A few plain, proven facts seem to 


contradict these beliefs and if the> 
could be brought squarely 
to 
these 


borrowing critics, 
they 
might 
be 


shocked into a change of heart—but 
perhaps not. for some of our pet here- 
sies aro too deeply rooted to be re- 
moveil by facts or arguments. 


In the lirst place, Florida of all the 


states in tiie L'nion. has the smallest 
range 
of 
temperature 
the 
year 


through, summer and winter. Con- 
trast an annual variation of sixty to 
seventy degrees with that of Chicago 
and other northern localities, where 
the temperature glides from 25 de- 
grees below zero in January, to 100 
above 
in July, with sometimes 
a 


change of 40 or 50 degrees in the 
s-ame twenty-four hours. 
Those are 


facts proven by the records of the 
United States weather bureau. 


Then Florida has deep, salt water 


on all sides, except where Georgia 
touches it on the north. 
From deep, 


blue sea come daily the breezes that 
moderate the daylight temperatures 
iinil make the nights almost invari- 
ably cool. The heat waves of north- 
ern climates bring deatli and destruc- 
tion because the nights bring no relic! 


I rum the heat of the day. 


Florida's climate does 
not 
bring 


«unstroko. The state health depart- 
ment has no record of a case oceur- 


i ins in the 26 and more years of its 
history. 
In genuine sunstroke 
the 


hody temperature rises from ti or 7 to 
In degrees above normal and the pa 
lii-nt almost literally burns up in- 
i.Tnally. The rare cases of boat ex- 
Inuution in Florida do not produce 
this high internal temperature and a 
few hours of rest restore normal con- 
ditions. 
Death from heat, even in 


Florida's hottest months, is so rare 
as to be practically unknown. 


Then the malaria proposition! Flor- 


ida has it, as does every other section 
where the anopheles mosquito roams 
about -untamed and where the indi- 
vidual with the germs of the disease 
in his blood is free to come and go. 
They have it in Alabama, in Minne- 
sota and in Alaska, and also in the 
forty odd other states and possessions 
of the United States of America. But 
in Florida the health authorities rec- 
ognize malaria as a problem to be se- 
riously studied. 
They know its or- 


igin and its methods of transmission, 
and they act accordingly. 
As a re- 


sult, the past few years have showed 
a marked decrease of the disease in 
Florida and it is growing less every 
year. The proper screening of homes 
is doing much to work the cure. 


And there's another thing about 


malaria. 
Often 
tho 
diagnosis 
is 


wrong and when a man (or woman) 
has eaten too much of the wrong 
thing and he (or she) wakes up the 
next morning with a coated tongue, 
a bad breath and sore muscles, ho 
calls It malaria. It is really a case of 
autointoxication, caused by the infec- 
tion of tho system with tho poisons of 
accumulated effete matter, which have 
not been carried off by natural meth- 
ods and means. Castor oil is an ex- 
cellent and speedy cure. 


"Bilious" Is a much abused word 


and most laymen don't really know 
what It means or recognize the condi- 
tion when It actually occurs. And this 
misuse of the word and of the term 


malaria, has done much to harm tbe 
reputation of fair Florida. 


Seeing la believing, or it ought to 


be. Unimpeachable records must be 
convincing and 
if Florida summers 


are unhealthful, the sick and death 
rates don't show it. These ratios show 
no increase over those of the cooler 
months and more than that, they are 
known to compare most 
favorably 


with those of other states and sec- 
tions. In fact the death rate of Flor- 
ida is below that recently announced 
for the entire United States for the 
year 1915.
